Seizure Faces 
Segregationists 


Washington (UPI) — T he 
f e d e r a l government may 
seize and operate low 
r e n t 
hou sing projects w hi c h vio­ 
late contract clau ses requ ir­ 
ing them to observe Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s order prohib­ 
iting discrimination in feder­ 
ally-assisted hou sing. 
T hi s possibility was ack ­ 
nowledged pu blicly at a press 
conference Tu esday as t h e 
government released regu la­ 
tions applying the anti-b i a s 
order to federal u rban renew­ 
al, pu blic hou sing and com­ 
mu nity facilities programs. 
The n e w s conference was 
held by officials of the Hou s­ 
ing and Home Finance Agen­ 
cy and its other u nits, inclu d­ 
ing the Urban Renewal Ad­ 
ministration and the Pu blic 
Hou sing Administration. 
Of 100,000 low rent pu blic 
hou sing u n i t s au thorized by 
Congress in 19 61, rou ghly 70,- 
000 will come u nder the ex­ 
ecu tive or d e r , the Pu blic 
Hou sing Administration esti­ 
mated. 
It said some 1,300 
commu nities have, or plan, 
federally su bsidized low rent 
hou sing. 
It was also disclosed that 
cities will be requ ired to at­ 
tach to u rban renewal project 
land sold to private parties a 
covenant in perpetu ity pro­ 
hibiting discriminatory sale 
or u se of the property. 
Discrimination also will be 
prohibited in shops and serv­ 
ice facilities within u rban re­ 
newal projects, it was said. 
For example, a lu ncheonette 
wou ld have to serve all resi­ 
dents of the project, a bowl­ 
ing alley wou ld have to be 
open to all. 
Do Not Apply 
These and other regu lations 
annou nced Tu esday do n ot 
apply to pu blic hou sing and 
u rban renewal projects f or 
which final contracts 
w e r e 
signed by local and federal 
au thorities on or before Nov. 
20, the day Kennedy issu ed 
the execu tive order. 
Bu t there was a hint that 
federal au thorities wou ld do 
what they cou ld to eliminate 
discrimination in su ch proj­ 
ects. Robert C. Weaver, the 
I .S. 
hou sing 
administrator, 
observed that there are “ con- 
t i n n i n g relationships” be­ 
tween federal and local hou s­ 
ing au thorities. 
The 
implication 
appeared 
to be that applications f or 
fu tu re federal su bsidies wou ld 


be look ed on more favorably 
if existing projects are open 
to all qu alified tenants and 
bu yers regardless of race, re­ 
ligion or national back grou nd. 
Want Compliance 
Weaver emphasized that he: 
is more interested in secu ring j 
compliance 
w i t h the order 
a n d 
ending 
discrimination 
t ha n in involk ing its sanc­ 
tions. Persons and pu blic au ­ 
thorities who violate the or­ 
der can be b a r r e d from 
fu tu re participation in federal 
hou sing programs. 
Joseph Bu rsteine, general 
cou nsel of the Pu blic Hou sing 
Administration, 
said 
that 
agency cou ld tak e possession 
or operating control of low 
rent projects which discrimi­ 
nate in violation of clau ses 
in their federal su bsidy con­ 
tracts. Su ch clau ses are not 
p art of contracts signed be­ 
fore Nov. 21. 
Bu rsteine said that on c e 
pu blic hou sing su bsidy con­ 
tracts were in force, h i s 
agency wou ld respect t he 
“sanctity” of b o n d s floated 
by local au thorities to finance 
constru ction. In other words, 
annu al su bsidy payments to 
amortize the bonds will be 
made, he indicated. 
William L. Slayton, com 
missioner of the Urban Re­ 
newal 
Administration, 
said 
h i s agency cou ld withhold 
su bsidy payments if a local 
project is fou nd to be in viola 
tion of the execu tive order. 
Bu t b e c a u 
s e the su bsidy 
fu nds are advanced in stages 
as loans, this appeared to be 
of limited significance.

Their interpretation of com­ 
ing ev ents in Berlin was close­ 
ly in accord with East Ger­ 
man hints, pu b lished l a t e 
last week, that Western with­ 
drawal from Berlin no longer 
was a fu ndamental condition 
of a Berlin settlement. 
No Pu b lic Reassu rance 
So far. there hav e b een no 
pu b lic official statements here 
su ggesting W'estern rights in 
Berlin cou ld b e preserv ed. 
Bu t Polish commu nist lead­

Larg e-Scale 
Plan n in g 


The first of this week brou g ht an em-^ 
phasis on commu n ity plan n in g in the g en -* 
eral area of beau tification . The settin g 
was the Nebraska Cen ter for Con tin u in g 
Edu cation where deleg ates had g athered 
for the 4th an n u al Nebraska Commu n ity 
Beau tification Con feren ce. It is qu ite pos­ 
sible that the n ame of the g rou p mig ht 
mislead some bu t on ly if they are in clin ed 
to thin k in small terms. 
These deleg ates are n ot people con ­ 
cern ed ov er a rock g arden in the back­ 
y ard, fan cy cu rtain s 
at the win dow or the 
decor of a room. This 
g rou p of people, rath- 
er, is con cern ed with 
the total en v iron men t that makes u p a 
city . As su ch, they are in terested in mu ch 
more, ev en , than su ch thin g s as trees, 
parks, etc. They are in terested as well in 
the architectu re of a commu n ity an d state, 
the con dition of its homes an d bu ildin g s, 
the size of its streets an d the man y other 
apparen t characteristics that make u p the 
area. Thu s, on e comes to the secon d mis­ 
taken idea that mig ht prev ail in the min ds 
of some people—that beau ty is strictly an 
abstraction . 
Beau ty may be abstract in the feelin g 
or reaction it ev okes from those who sec 
it bu t it is v erv real in its phy sical sen se. 
There is n othin g abstract abou t a tree, 
abou t a well lan dscaped pai^, a well laid 
ou t street pattern or pleasin g bu ildin g 
lin es. -All of these thin g s hav e a phy sical 
character of their own an d man y of them 
are ev en liv in g . 
In total, the beau ty of a commu n ity 
en compasses a sig n ifican t part of that 
commu n ity . It is, in fact, on a par with 
the people themselv es an d the n atu re of 
the activ ity of that commu n ity . You can ­ 
n ot elimin ate beau ty when y ou con sider 
the other elemen ts of a commu n ity su ch 
as its schools, its chu rches, its homes, its 
in du strial capacity , its ag ricu ltu ral roots, 
its social stru ctu re, its politics, etc. 


★ 
It is n o won der that deleg ates at the 
cen ter g atlierin g were told of the impor­ 
tan ce of the beau ty of a commu n ity in 
the prospects of that commu n ity for in ­ 
du strial dev elopmen t. Giv in g this adv ice 
was Dav id S. Carson , an ex ecu tiv e of 
Northern Natu ral Gas Co. of 0 m a h a. 
Northern has emerg ed in recen t y ears as 
a prime mov er of this state in the area 
of in du strial g rowth. It has dev oted con ­ 
siderable of its time, talen t an d resou rces 
to the pu rsu it of en ds aimed at promot­ 
in g the in du strialization of this state. .Mr. 
Carson does n ot speak from u n familiarity 
with his su bject. The most attractiv e com­ 
mu n ities, he said, are win n in g ou t in the 


hig hly competitiv e bu sin ess of attractin g 
n ew in du stry . 
He men tion ed a n u mber of thin g s that 
hav e become in creasin g ly importan t in re­ 
cen t y ears in this matter of in du strializa­ 
tion . Key con sideration s in the past hav e 
in clu ded su ch thin g s as location in reg ard 
to major markets, av ailable labor su pply 
at reason able costs, u tility costs, av ail­ 
ability of n atu ral resou rces an d the tax 
stru ctu re. .All of these thin g s are still im­ 
portan t bu t they are bein g tempered with 
n ew elemen ts. For on e thin g , the char­ 
acter of in du stry itself is chan g in g , the 
factor emphasized by Mr. Carson . Thu s, 
while labor is still importan t, a g reat deal 
more produ ction is achiev ed today with 
fewer people than was the case a few 
y ears ag o an d the tren d is acceleratin g . 
★ 
Not on ly is the amou n t of labor n eeded 
per u n it of work decreasin g , bu t the de­ 
man d for more skilled labor is in creasin g . 
This pu ts a premiu m on areas where ed­ 
u cation al facilities are g ood an d where 
social pattern s are con stru ctiv e to a reali­ 
zation of the fu ll poten tial of the in di­ 
v idu al. 
Au tomation , of cou rse, feeds u pon it­ 
self an d leads n ot on ly to skilled labor 
bu t to a deman d for hig hly train ed tech­ 
n ical an d profession al people. .Ag ain , edu ­ 
cation , this time at the colleg e an d u n i­ 
v ersity lev el, is a matter of prime im­ 
portan ce. .A commu n ity of a state cer­ 
tain ly n eeds to hav e a sou rce of its own 
for su ch people as well as an en v iron ­ 
men t ag reeable to su ch people. 
An d the 
in du strial 
chan g es 
takin g 
place today hav e placed a premiu m on 
local fin an cin g . This 
has been c l e a r l y 
shown in the u se to 
date in the Lin coln 
area of the in du strial 
dev elopmen t amen dmen t which permits lo­ 
cal g ov ern in g bodies to issu e rev en u e bon ds 
for fin an cin g of n ew plan t con stru ction . 
.As Mr. Carson n oted, a recen t in du strial 
prospect was lookin g for local fin an cin g 
of a $7 50,000 plan t that wou ld employ on ly 
20 to 30 people. These chan g es hav e placed 
Lin coln , for in stan ce, in a mu ch better 
position than it has ev er been before. 
Cities today are n ot releg ated to in ­ 
du strial obliv ion simply becau se of- loca­ 
tion , n atu ral resou rces or lack of a larg e 
an d readily av ailable labor force. 
Bu t 
these same cities still are in stiff competi­ 
tion an d those which can be classed as 
attractiv e commu n ities in which to liv e 
are the on es that will prosper the most in 
the in du strial fu tu re of tomorrow. Those 
cities which properly plan their dev elop­ 
men t are those to which the fu tu re will 
belon g .

The Gran d Islan d board of edu cation 
this week closed the door to free hig h 
school tu ition stu den ts. 
This mean s that n earby ru ral districts 
mu st con solidate with the Gran d Islan d 
schools or fin d some other hig h school for 
their more than 300 elig ible stu den ts. 
The action was a replay of last y ear’s 
decision at Crete where free hig h school 
tu ition stu den ts were barred after a school 
district con solidation proposal was defeat­ 
ed. Other city schools in Nebraska are 
ex pected to precipitate con solidation qu es­ 
tion s by similar action s. 
Barrin g stu den ts is a departu re in Ne­ 
braska school practice. For a lon g period 
an d u n til a few y ears ag o town school ad­ 


min istration s u rg en tly solicited tu ition stu ­ 
den ts. Du rin g the depressed ’30s tu ition in ­ 
come was con sidered v ital to town school 
operation . At that time tu ition was a mod­ 
est charg e. Today it amou n ts to $15 a 
week. Bu t it is n o lon g er attractiv e. 
Some will deplore the u n n eig hborlin ess 
of the town schools. Bu t the tru e v illain 
is a state which has stu diou sly div orced 
itself from real respon sibility an d in sofar 
as possible forced the edu cation al bu rden 
on the local commu n ities. Shirkin g the fi­ 
n an cial bu rden , the state is in n o position 
to g iv e comman ds to the school districts. 
The resu lt is a g rowin g Balkan war. The 
losers as u su al will be the children who 
g en erally lose when their elders g et to 
fig htin g ov er mon ey .

life. 
So mu ch mon ey was spen t 
on these special g ran d ju ries 
that U.S. commission ers re­ 
main ed u n paid last su mmer 
an d a special appropriation 
w a s asked of Con g re« s to 
pick u p t h e tab. All they 
came u p with is an alleg ed 
misdemean or resu ltin g from 
a set of facts pu blished in 
this colu mn on Ju n e 7 , 1956, 
six y ears ag o. 
These facts were that Mrs. 
Hoffa an d .Mrs. Bert Bren ­ 
n an . wife of the late Team­ 
ster boss in Detroit, 12 y ears 
ag o were han ded a compan y 
called the Test Fleet Cor­ 
poration to hau l cars from 
Michig an to dealers, a f t e r 
Hoffa had settled a wildcat 
strike.

If ev er elected presiden t, Goldwater 
wou ld likely tu rn ou t to be mu ch more 
moderate than some of his admirers n ow 
believ e him to be. A g rou p of those ad­ 
mirers g athered this week in Washin g ton 
to see what cou ld be don e toward pu shin g 
the n omin ation of Goldwater. The n ation , 
they n oted, has n ev er really been g iv en 
a chan ce to choose a real con serv ativ e. 
The ex tremes of con serv atism hav e 


n ot really been well tested. It has been 
on ly in isolated cases su ch as Hou se an d 
Sen ate races that the qu estion has been 
squ arely before the people. On e wou ld 
thin k that these isolated cases wou ld dis­ 
cou rag e the arch con serv ativ es as their 
cau se has con sisten tly been a losin g on e 
at the polls. 
Howev er, they persist in their belief 
that the n ation as a whole is as con serv a­ 
tiv e as are they . Perhaps it wou ld be a 
g ood thin g if this issu e were pu t to a v ote 
n ation ally . This is probably the on ly way 
in which the qu estion will ev er be settled 
for the Repu blican party . It is a qu estion 
which has dog g ed the party for y ears n ow 
an d on e that has con sisten tly damag ed it. 
If ex treme con serv atism is the wav e of 
the fu tu re, the fact has n ot y et dawn ed on 
a v ast n u mber of people.

Dr. Edward Teller, Hu n g arian -born sci­ 
en tist who fou n d asy lu m in the Un ited 
States, this week receiv ed from Presiden t 
Ken n edy the Atomic En erg y Commission ’s 
En rico Fermi award for his ou tstan din g 
con tribu tion to 
n u clear 
scien ce 
du rin g 
1962. 
The award carries with it a citation , 
a g old medal an d a check for $50,000. 
It also sig n ifies the appreciation of a cou n ­ 
try for the v alu e of a man who cou ld 
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n ot ex ercise it in his home lan d. His 
wholehearted acceptan ce in the Un i t e d 
States n o dou bt is the most comfortin g to 
Dr. Teller, albeit we imag in e the $50,000 
will come in han dy , too. 
The award remin ds that it was 28 
y ears ag o, in 1944 that the late En rico 
Fermi called the play on this n ation ’s first 
su ccessfu l n u clear chain reaction . It took 
place in the cor v erted squ ash cou rt in the 
Chicag o Un iv ersity football stadiu m after 
sev eral y ears of hig hly secret effort to 
bu ild a su ccessfu l atomic pile. A y ear 
later the first two atomic bombs pu t a 
preciptiou s fin ish to the U.S.-Japan ese 
war. 
A few y ears later Fermi died of can ­ 
cer in du cted by radiation . An other g reat 
scien tist who play ed an importan t role in 
dev elopin g the n u clear reaction was Neils 
Bohr, Scan din av ian scien tist, who died a 
few' weeks ag o.
